DISTINGUISHING CHARACTERS OF SEED OF CERTAIN CULTIVATED LESPEDEZAS 
(See accompanying photograph of drawings of seeds)

The kinds of Lespedezas under consideration are the common lespedeza, Lespe- 
deza striata, often referred to in the past as Japan clover, the Kobe variety of 
L. striata, the Korean lespedeza, L. stipulacea, and Lespedeza sericea. These 
kinds are receiving special consideration by the Division of ee Crops and 
Diseases of this Department. 














Commercial seed of these Lespedezas consists chiefly of seed enclosed in the 
pods. Owing to conditions of preparation, often some of the pods are broken open 
resulting in a variable proportion of free seed in the commercial product, the 
broken pods being removed in the process of cleaning the seed. 


In general, the single-seeded pods are compressed, lenticular, somewhat 
unsymmetrically oval or elliptical as viewed from the side, more or less appressed- 
hairy and have a more or less evident network of slender, slightly elevated and 
Somewhat colored lines. 


Normally in commercial seed, the pods are surrounded by the persistent 
calyx at the base of which are attached three scale-like bracts. A part of commer- 
Cial seed consists of pods partially or wholly freed of the calyces. 


Characters useful in distinguishing the seed of the several kinds appear in 
the size, form and color of the pods, calyces, bracts and hulled seeds. The pubes- 
cence, reticulation and glandular-dotting of the pods are useful in this respect. 


Common lespedeza, L. Striata, and Kobe lespedeza, L. striata, show much 
Similarity in the pods, calyces, bracts and seeds. Selections of seed of each can 
be made tnat practically would defy identification one from the other. On the 
other hand, small bulk portions of these kinds appear to be distinguishable. 








Referring to both kinds, the pods are, in general, obovate, tapering , 
abruptly to a pointed beak at the apex; the surface light brown; the reticulations 
usually distinct, slightly raised above the surface and tinged with darker brown, 
the surface of the pod and calyx more or less hairy; the glandular dots numerous 
and mostly distinct; the calyx 1/2 to 3/4 the length of the pod, somewhat bell- 
shaped, the 5 lobes about half the length of the calyx, similar except that two 
are united for about half their length, all lobes ciliate-margined, a dark spot 
usually evident at each sinus; the bracts equalling or exceeding the tube of the 
calyx; seeds ovate-elliptical, somewhat compressed, the hilum on the edge midway 
between the center and end, variously light brown-mottled on a purplish background, 
occasional seeds uniformly purplish-browm, the surface smooth and lustrous; imma- 
ture seeds more distinctly compressed, brown, devoid of purple and dull. 


Of samples observed, pods and calyces of common L. striata average smaller 
and darker colored than those of the Kobe L. striata. The seeds also are smaller 
than those of the latter. Pubescence is more pronouced in the Kobe L. striata, the 
Calyx often being densely hairy, the bracts bearing some hairs while these are 
nearly wanting in common L. striata. The bracts of Kobe L, striata are mostly 
broader and more nume rous Ly veined than in common L. striata. 
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Pods of Korean lespedeza, L. stipulacea, are grayish brow in general color 
which is distinctive of this kind with respect to the others considered here. The 
prevailing form of individual pods is obovate, a slightly quadrangular form often 
suggested, the short-beaked apex often turned to one side; reticulation distinct, 
the ridges noticeably dark colored and somewhat lustrous, the surface distinctly 
and numerously glandular-dotted, sparingly hairy or the hairs more numerous toward 
the apex; calyx 1/3 to 1/2 the length of the pod, thin and frail, straw-colored or 
light brown, often torn or absent from pods in commercial seed, the ovate lobes 
equal to or exceeding the tube, their margins ciliate, the two united lobes joined 
nearly to the apex which thus is slightly notched, a dark spot at each of the 4 
sinuses; bracts mostly longer than the calyx tube, few-veined; both calyx and 
bracts devoid of nairs; seeds elliptical or somewhat oblong, very dark purple, not 
mottled, but slightly compressed, the hilum within a light colored area near one 
end of tne seed, the surface lustrous. 





The pods of commercial seed of Lespedeza sericea mostly are devoid of the 
calyx, reddish-brown and dull, the sides of the pod sparingly hairy or more numer- 
ously hairy toward the apex, the edges densely white-hairy;. the reticulation indis- 
tinctly evident, having essentially the color of the surface of the pod wnicn is 
not glandular-dotted. The pods display two distinguishable forms; one, elliptical, 
tapering to a short or attenuate, straight or curved beak; the other more obovaté— 
elliptical terminating in a short recurved beak, Calyx 1/2 to 3/4 the length of the 
pod, cleft nearly to the base, densely white-nairy, the lobes awl-shaped, the | 
wnited lobes joined for 1/2 to 2/3 their length; bracts minute, linear, hairy, in- 
distinct; seeds somewhat compressed, essentially elliptical or narrowly ovate (from 
the longer more elliptical pods), or shorter and ovate (from the more obovate pods 
having the short recurved beak). The seeds are green-tinged, light olive or light 
brown, sparingly speckled, or having small patches or stripes of light purple; the 
surface smoota and slightly lustrous or dull.
